Invitation  Over;  Truex  Beatei 

Snow,  Rain  Causes 


Utah  Schools 
Break  Jinx; 
Cop  Medals 


Participants  from  six  states 
trudged  through  mud'  and  snow 
In  Saturday’s  wind-up  of  the  In- 
vitation track  and  field  meet  at 
Smith,  Fieldhouse. 

Highland  ace  Wayne  Smith  led 
the  Class  A High  School  Division 
of  the  meet  by  taking  home  four 
gold  medals  to  place  Utah  in  the 
win  column  for  the  first  time  in 
three  years. 

Only  one  record  was  set  and 
that  was  through  the  efforts  of 
discus  artist  Karl  Johnstone, 
track  star  at  North.'  Phoenix'  High 
School  in  Arizona.  Johnstone’s 
throw  of '190  feet  bettered  the  pre- 
vious Utah  record  throw  by  near- 
ly 35  feet,  set  by  Pearl  Pollard  in 
1955. 

An  official  record  was  broken 
Friday  night  by  Johnstone  as  he 
^lurled  the  discus  185  feet  to  set 
a new  world’s  high  school  record. 

Saturday,  Johnstone  tossed  the 
platter  190  feet  to  eclipse  by  sev- 
eral feet  the  previous  world’s  rec- 
ord. 

Highlight  of  the  day  was  the 
tremendous  performance  of  Y dis- 
tance runners  Matti  Raty  and 
Gary  Griffeth  in  the  special  event 
as  they  chased  U.  S.  Olympic 
champion  Max  Truex  for  six  of 
eight  laps  in  the  Junior  College 
two-mile  run. 

Griffeth  took  over  pace  setting 
until  Raty’s  finishing  kick  sent 
him  out  front  by  twelve  yards  at 
the  tape. 

Truex  faded  badly  in  the  last 
lap,  winded  by  the  high  altitude, 
and  finished  20  yards  behind  the 
Finnish  import. 

Gary  Anderson,  all-state  grid- 
der  from  Cedar  City,  led  the 
sprint  attack  by  winning  both  the 
100  and  220  yard  dashes  to  set 
the  Class  B division  pace. 

Anderson’s  time  of  10-fIat  miss- 
ed by  a tenth  of  a second  tying 
the  old  century  mark  of  9.9  in 
the  morning  tryouts.  A muddy 
track  slowed  him  down  to  10.4  in 
the  afternoon.
